He expected the same for 
himself and was ever grateful 
when corrected. "Lee” was one 
of the charter members of the 
present fire department, having 
joined early in the year 1921. Be¬ 
cause a new section of by-laws 
requires a member to retire from 
active role at the age of 60 he 
was retired from active duty in 
the. year 1944. This did not dis¬ 
courage him from retaining his 
interest in the fire department 
and he continued to attend the 
meetings until his death. He 
wanted his name on the list of 
auxiliary members. From the 
very first time that the First Aid 
team was organized into the fire 
department, "Lee” took an active 
part. He thought much of this 
section of the fire department and 
never hesitated when asked to ac¬ 
company the team on a demon¬ 
stration elsewhere. This was his 
pet interest and he loved to take 
part in it. 

Besides being a faithful fireman 
for the city of Sierra Madre. he 
was instrumental in accomplish¬ 
ing many other matters beneficial 
to the town. He could always be 
found where any civic affair was 
in prograss. The city has lost 
another good man and he will be 
missed. He will be particularly 
missed by the firemen. His 
earnest devotion to fire duty and 
his nature as a genuine good fel¬ 
low. We feel that he is at peace 
and that if there is a place for 
good fellows, he is there.
